COMMUNIST YOUTH ORGAN URGES 
“PATIENCE” WITH CHURCHGOERS 


Beware of the Wiles of the Devil! Read, Meditate, 
and You Should Become Alarmed at Satan's 
Strategy. May God Awaken His People Every- 
where. 

MOSCOW (By Wireless)—-The Ccmmunist Party must 
be “patient” with churchgoing members but must not cease 
to “proclaim itself against religion,” The Young Bolshevik, 
organ of the Central Committee of the Young Communist 
League, declared here in answer to a local group which 
asked how it should deal with churchgoers in its ranks. 

The magazine chided the group for having prohibited 
members from going to church, and said that instead “it 
should have patiently explained the harmfulness of reli- 
gious superstition and helped them to develop a scien- 
tific outlook.” 

“In such a question,” The Young Bolshevik asserted, ‘‘ad- 
ministrative measures are out of place. The primary need 
is to raise the general cultural level of workers. Our whole 
ideology is based on science. Religious beliefs contradict 
science. Therefore, the Communist Party must proclaim 
itself against religion.” 

The magazine counselled the local Communist youth 
organization “to improve educational work among mem- 
bers and young people generally, train them systematically 
to read popular scientific literature, and attend scien- 
tific lectures.” 

“We can stamp out religious superstition in the minds 
of youth,” it asserted, “only by teaching them to under- 
stand the phenomena of nature and social life, and to 
evaluate 2verything in terms of materialistic philosophy.” 
—RNS.

PREDICTS RETURN OF: PROHIBITION 
YORK, Pa., (RNS)—Mrs.-D. Leigh Colvin, national 
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president, Woman’s Christian Temperance Union, pre- 
dicted the return of prohibition in an address to the 72d 
annual convention of 'the Pennsylvania WCTU here. 

“It will not be drys that bring it back, but the liquor 
traffic,” she said. 

Mrs. Colvin declared, “The tide is turning; the day is 
coming when we shall outlaw liquor traffic.” She charged 
that liquor traffic is the most “intolerant business today.” 

“Terrible conditions have arisen since repeal of the 18th 
Amendment,” she said. “The public will rise against the 
steady decline of this country through alcoholism. The 
WCTU is going to see that this nation does not become 4 
nation of alcoholics.” 


CHINA 

Rising prices in their own and world markets still acutely 
affect the Chinese. 

In Shanghai, the cost of living is bouncing up to new 
highs—more than 5,000 times prewar levels. Speculative 
activity still is great and goods are scarce. 

Commercial imports into Shanghai in September were 
almost twice as large as during August. These figures are 
in Chinese dollars and reflect not only inflated prices 
abroad but the sinking value of the Chinese currency 
itself. 

Raw cotten showed the biggest jump over August im- 
ports. Badly needed cotton will allow larger production of 
textiles and clothing. 

Exports, gaining only 10 per cent over the August level 
are disappointing. 

Progress in China is slow, almost imperceptible. The 
story would be different if export products, such as tea, 
tung oil, bristles, tin, and antimony were reaching ports 
in a widening stream. Real improvement in production 
and movement of these goods will be slow unless the civil 
war can be pushed off in a corner.

Dr. MacCracken said. “No true Christian can be an anti- 
Semite, as anti-Semitism is a symptom of a sick society, 
fostered by ignorance and prejudice.” 

At the same time, Dr. E. R. Clinchy, president of the 
National.

Those who sealed their testimonies 
with their life’s blood for their faith in 
Christ showed the strength of the seal 
of divine love that binds hearts to 
Christ and His cross. 
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Nees. we want you to know 
that the Lord wants each and every 
person to repent. Acts 2:37, 38: “Now 
when they heard this, they were 
pricked in their hearts, and said unto 
Peter and to the rest of the apostles, 
Men and brethren, what shall we do? 
Then Peter said unto them, Repent, 
and be baptized every one of you in 
the name of Jesus Christ for the re- 
mission of sins, and ye shall receive 
the gift of the Holy Ghost.” Then in 
1 Thess. 4:3, “For this is the will of 
God, even your sanctification, that 
ye should abstain from fornication.” 

We find a lot of people who say that 
sanctification was just for the apos- 
tles. This scripture makes it plain that 
it is for all; it brings it down to the 
individual. Then we read in Heb. 10: 
36, “For ye have need of patience, 
that, after ye have done the will of 
God, ye might receive the promise.” 
We find by reading Acts 2:38, 39, that 
the promise is the Holy Ghost. This is 
the principal plan of salvation. 

There is a great number of other 
things that are His will after we have 
gotten this far with Him. Romans 6:6,

Ro- 
mans 10:14, 15, “How then shall they 
call on him in whom they have not 
believed? and how shall they believe 
in him of whom they have not heard? 
and how shall they hear without a 
preacher? And how shall they preach, 
except they be sent? as it is written, 
How beautiful are the feet of them 
that preach the gospel of peace, and 
bring glad tidings of good things!” 
It is also the will of God that preach- 
ers give the people the whole Word. 
We are told to declare the whole coun- 
sel of God. May God help us to abide 
in His will.

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"Te passage on opposite 
page was quoted by the apostle Peter 
in his memorable sermon on the day 
of Pentecost. It would be incorrect to 
suppose that one occasion exhausted 
the fulfillment. of prophecy. This was 
not just a prediction of the event of 
Pentecost, but it was the issuing in 
of a new order of things. 

Henry Edward Manning said, “It is 
evident that the present dispensation 
under which we are living is the dis- 
pensation of the Spirit, or of the Third 
Person of the Holy Trinity. To Him, 
in the divine economy, has been com- 
mitted the office of applying the re- 
demption of the Son to the souls of 
men by the vocation, justification, and 
salvation of the elect. We are there- 
fore under the personal guidance of 
the Third Person, as truly as the 
apostles were under the guidance of 
the Second.” 

I am thoroughly convinced that 
this is a dispensation of the Holy 
Ghost for the following reasons: This 
is an age of spiritual worship, and 
they that worship the Father must 
worship Him in spirit and in truth. 
It is an age of increased opposition by 
the Satanic forces of the underworld. 
The devil knows that his time is run- 
ning out, and the powers of evil have 
steadily increased until the supernat- 
ural power of the Holy Spirit of God 
is. more.necessary to be a victorious 
overcomer. 

In the plan of God, the. eternal 
Father, began the work of redemption. 
Christ came to the world to complete 
the work of redemption by His aton- 
ing death on the cross of Calvary. 
His work is measured by a span of 
thirty-three years of activity on this 
earth. While He eternally existed be- 
fore His advent into the world, the 
time of His mission is generally 
marked by His birth in Bethlehem of 
Judea, and consummated by His death 
and resurrection and the return to 
the Father in heaven. 

So the time of the era of the Holy 
Ghost is generally understood to be- 
gin with the day of Pentecost. It is 
true that prior to this time the Holy 
Ghost had moved upon the prophets 
and messengers of God and anointed 
them for special service, but not un- 
til the coming of the Holy Ghost 
baptism on the day of Pentecost did 
the Holy Ghost dwell in men. (“And 
I will pray the Father, and he shall 
give you another Comforter, that he 
may abide with you for ever; even the 
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The following message is taken from a sermon preached by the pastor at 
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Spirit of truth; whom the world can- 
not receive, because it seeth him not, 
neither knoweth him: but ye know 
him; for he dwelleth with you, and 
shall be in you,” John 14:16, 17.) 
Now, not only shall He be WITH 
men, but thank God He shall be IN 
men. In my opinion, the limitation of 
the dispensation is bounded on one 
side by the event of His coming on 
the day of Pentecost and on the other 
by the rapture of the saints at the 
coming of the Lord Jesus. Thus each 
person of the Godhead complements 
the work of the other. Since Christ 
carried on the work of the Father 
while He was in the world, so the Holy 
Ghost carries on the work that Christ 
began while He was in the world. 
Truly this is the dispensation of the 
blessed Holy Ghost. 

THE HOLY GHOST DISPENSA- 
TION IS ONE OF SPIRITUALITY. In 
the days of the saints of the Old Tes- 
tament, the Holy Spirit was specially 
given privilege effected by an influ- 
ence, or a moving upon men by the 
Spirit of God. Notice an example of 
this in Luke 1:67, “And his father 
Zacharias was filled with the Holy 
Ghost and prophesied, saying... ” 
They were moved upon, filled with, 
and the Holy Ghost was with them on 
these occasions; but John Baptist, son 
of Zacharias, foretold an event that 
would change the order of things, say- 
ing,““And he shall BAPTIZE (im- 
merse, diffuse, with the Holy Ghost, 
not just fill or move upon) you with 
the Holy Ghost.” Thank God, in 
this dispensation He dwells with us; 
His sphere of activity is here among 
us, on this earth; and He not only 
dwells with us, but He tabernacles 
with (lives within) us. 

The Church on the day of Pentecost 
was founded upon just such an event 
as prophesied by the prophet Joel— 
an outpouring upon all flesh. It is 
sustained and carried forward vic- 
toriously by this same inworking, dy- 
namic propulsion. She shall be raised, 
or raptured, at the sounding of the 
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trumpet of God, to live gloriously in 
the everlasting eternity with God. 

THE HOLY GHOST DISPENSA- 
TION IS AN AGE OF POWER. Acts 
1:8, “Ye shall receive power, after 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon 
you.” Mark this well, “after.” I am 
convinced that one reason for so many 
powerless Christians is because, after 
they received the Holy Ghost and 
spoke in other tongues as the Spirit 
gave utterance, they felt that they 
had about all that was necessary. The 
experience of receiving the Holy Ghost 
marks the entrance into a glorious 
world of victory, experiences, bless- 
ings, and in enduement of power to 
bless, to serve, to advance the cause 
of Christ; but so many stopped at 
the Baptism and have not gone on 
to the experience of power that fol- 
lows the Baptism. Luke 24:49, “But 
tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem, un- 
til ve be endued with power from on 
high.” 

Let me explain that the term 
“power,” includes shouting, dancing, 
and manifestations, but that is not 
the extent of its meaning. It embraces 
the afore-mentioned things, and in- 
cludes the power to live clean, pure, 
straight, holy, harmless, and undefiled 
lives in this world. It means living at 
home like you live in the church: : It 
means living on the job like you do 
while singing in the choir. It means 
keeping sweet in your soul while man- 
ifold trials and temptations are’ be- 
setting your path. It means SERVING 
the Lord with gladness of heart. : It 
means not only the ability to loudly 
declare the praises of God. or to jump 
high, or to run the aisles of the 
church, but ALSO to get under the 
load and pull with all your mi¢ht— 
to shoulder the responsibility of the 
cause of Christ and see that it goes 
forward. That is power. 

Power accomplishes things. It leaves 
its effect. It is not an idle boast, but 
the direct effect of a cause that is in- 
dwelling. In the book of the Acts of 
the Apostles, chapter 6, verses 5 and 
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‘And it shall come to pass 
afterward, that I will pour 
out my spirit upon all flesh; 
and your sons and your 
daughters shall prophesy, 
your old men shall dream 
dreams, and your young 
men shall see visions: And 


a also upon the servants and 


. upon the handmaids in those 
days will I pour out my 
spirit,” Joel 2:28, 29. 


8, we read, “And they chose Stephen, 
a man full of faith and the Holy 
Ghost’. . . And Stephen, full of faith 
and power, did great wonders and 
miracles among the people.” 

This is also attested to be an age 
of power by the words of the writer of 
Hebrews, chapter 2, verse 4, “God also 
bearing them witness, both with 
SIGNS and WONDERS, and with 
divers miracles, and gifts of the Holy 
Ghost.” 

It is a dispensation of power, en- 
abling us to witness to the fact of His 
resurrection from the dead, granting 
us the assurance and the hope of our 
resurrection. It was for this cause 
that Paul endured imprisonment; 
“And now I stand and am judged for 
the hope of the promise made of God 
unto our fathers . For which 

ope’s sake, king Agrippa, I am ac- 
cused of the Jews. Why should it be 
thought a thing incredible with you, 
that God should raise the dead?” 
Acts 26:6-8. And thank God, he had 
power to stand before unbelievers, 
scoffers, and mockers; before rulers, 
kings and emperors, to declare that 
there shall be a resurrection of the 
dead. 

It is a dispensation of power for 
prayer. Acts 4:31, “And when they 
had prayed, the place was shaken 
where they were assembled.” Romans 
8:26, 27, “For we know not what we 
should pray for as we ought: but the 
Spirit itself maketh intercession for 
us with groanings which cannot be ut- 


4 tered. And he that searcheth the 
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hearts knoweth what is the mind of 
the Spirit, because he maketh inter- 
cession for the saints according to the 
will of God.” “For we wrestle not 
against flesh and blood, but against 
principalities, against powers, against 
the rulers of darkness of this world, 
against spiritual wickedness in high 
places,” Eph. 6:12. Power is given, in 
this dispensation, to pray through the 
hindering forces of evil, piercing the 
Stygian blackness of oppression, over- 
coming powers of Satanic forces; 
groaning in the Spirit until the an- 
swer comes ringing back, accompanied 
with mighty shaking of the Spirit, ac- 
complishing for us what no other 
force is able to do. 

This Holy Ghost dispensation is one 
of power for the ministry. God-called 
and God-sent men are furnished and 
equipped with a peculiar qualification 
to carry on the work of God in this 
world. God has not left us to fight 
the battle alone, but has endued us 
with a might that is effective against 
the devil. Demons are to be cast 
out, according to His Word, The sick 
are to be healed and the gospel is to 
be preached to the needy world. 


THE HOLY GHOST DISPENSA- 
TION IS ONE OF EXPANSION. God 
desires and expects us to enlarge our 
borders, and no true church can be 
satisfied without making progress and 
expanding for God. In the early 
church, I read of one occasion where 
three thousand souls were added to 
the church; and, on another occasion, 
it is written, “And the Lord added to 
the church DAILY such as should be 
saved.” The eighth chapter of Acts 
gives an account of Philip going into 
Samaria to preach the gospel, and 
the results were felt insomuch that 
there was great joy in that city. 
Later, they began to enter into Pheni- 
ce, Cyprus, and Antioch, and the 
blaze of revival fires mounted higher. 
When persecution arose and the saints 
were scattered, instead of becoming 
disheartened about the trials, they 
remained faithful to God and new 
fields heard the Word of the Lord. 
Because of the faithfulness of the 


scattered saints, new churches sprang 
into existence, and with great zeal did 
they testify to the saving power of God. 

The Church expanded in this dis- 
pensation because they counted that 
all things work together for good to 
them who are the called according to 
His purpose. When the scattering of 
the saints came, it is true that the 
inner circle in Jerusalem was broken 
up. It is true that the dream of a 
great center, with nothing to do but 
praise God and worship, was dis- 
pelled. But with the forcing out into 
new places, the gospel was sounded 
forth in Greece, Macedonia, Cappa- 
docia, Italy, and, in fact, “so that all 
they which dwelt in Asia heard the 
word of the Lord Jesus both Jews 
and Greeks,” Acts 19:10.

Thank God for men and 
women who have a vision for God and 
His cause, who are not afraid to 
launch out. for God and believe Him 
for great things. One of my reasons 
for believing that this is the Holy 
Ghost dispensation is because of the 
phenomenal growth the Church of 
God has made in the last few years. 
Missionaries in the far-flung places of 
the earth are winning souls for God 
and His kingdom, and at the same 
time planning new conquests for God 
and righteousness. New schools, new 
churches, new buildings, new orphan- 
ages to minister to the cry of the 
fatherless and motherless, are being 
erected. 

Shall we be content with what we 
have done? No! The vision becomes 
brighter, our desire is intensified, and 
the hunger for more souls for heaven 
is never satisfied. God grant that we 
shall be consumed with a holy desire 
to win the world for Christ. In my 
life, I want an unsatisfied propensity 
that will urge me ever onward, and 
one like that which moved John Knox 
to pray, “Oh Lord, give me Scotland 
or I die.” We are living in the great- 
est age the world has ever known. 
There is the greatest power the world 
has ever known behind us, impelling 
us onward, and this present dispen- 
sation will wind up in a blaze of 
glory that will circle the globe, with 
triumphant saints shouting the high 
praises of God and the Lamb as they 


are transported with ecstasy to the 


marriage of the Lamb. 
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FROM THE LAND OF 
NORTHERN LIGHTS 
George Savchenko, 
Missionary to Alaska 
Summer, which was long looked for, 
came, but refused to stay any longer 
than just a few months. During this 
’ time we were busy all the time, taking 
advantage of the long days, and we 
can say that much was done to the 
building, also to the grounds. We 
were very fortunate to get some lum- 
ber this summer when shipping was 
normal, and we have been trying 
to make it go as far as possible to fix 
our building here. With my power 
tools, which I had shipped from the 
States, I have made all the finished 
lumber needed for the window cas- 
ings, frames, and the inside of the 
building. I have only a little more 

lumber left with which to work. 

I would like to mention the 
Daily Vacation Bible School we had 
in Talkeetna. During the last part of 
August I took my entire family, with 
all our music, boarded the train and 
traveled about one hundred miles 
north of Palmer. When we arrived 
in Talkeetna we made contact and 
were permitted to use the school- 
house until the new teacher arrived. 
Then, it was to be left to her as to 
whether we could use the schoolhouse 
or not, as she has the say in matters 
like that, since there is not a school 
board there. After cleaning the living 
quarters and schoolhouse, we _ set 
things in order to start the school. In 
the meantime, I had sent out an- 
nouncements and told everyone that 
I saw about the school. The young- 
sters in that village were really 
thrilled. This was the first such 
school that had ever been taught 
there. After the school started they 
seemed to take everything in and 
learn new songs and courses with such 
eagerness and delight. Their dirty 
faces and ragged clothes were hidden 
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in the distances when they would sing 
with smiles on their faces. It was 
only a few days before the teacher 
arrived and we had to move out. 

We had to rent a small cabin in 
which to live, and the only place we 
could get to continue our school was 
in an old hotel that had a. cocktail 
bar and sold whisky and beer. We 
had one section in the front room, 
but talk about stinch and filth, it 
was almost unbearable. We went 
ahead one day, but were told that 
when drunk men and women came in 
to buy liquor, they could come and 
go as they pleased; so after prayer 
and much consideration, we felt it 
would be best to close the school. We 
closed out with a picnic on the bank 
of the Bib Susitna River. It seemed 
that our efforts were weak and little 
accomplished, but every time I go 
back to Talkeetna to hold services 
every one of those youngsters are at 
the service. When I get off the train 
they are there to greet me. When I 
go uptown they follow me and ask 
when service is going to start as they 
don’t want to miss it. It may not 
mean much to many of you that read 
this, but if you could see their parents 
as I have seen them, under the in- 
fluence of liquor most of the time. 
Then you could realize what is really 
taking place. 

To give you some idea of the con- 
ditions which exist in Talkeetna, I will 
give you the events that took place 
on the last trip I made up there, the 
first of November. All that I tell will 
have taken place within a thirty-hour 
trip. 

I boarded the train in Matenuska 
with my equipment (which consisted 
of gas lanterns, sled, sleeping bag, 
song books, Bible, and two instru- 
ments) and began heading north. 
The next stop was Washilla and some 
drunks got on headed for five stations 
up the line. As soon as we started to 


leave, these natives began to drink, 
both men and women, until one 
passed out, not knowing what was 
going on. Vomit, cigarette smoke, and 
the smell of liquor made the atmos- 
phere all but pleasant in the coach. 
The trainmen would walk by and see 
all of this, but would say nothing 
about it as long as they were not 
fighting or clubbing someone over the 
head. 

At the third and fourth station 
some more natives boarded the train, 
who were relatives to these already 
on, and with the usual greeting of 
passing the bottle to the new pas- 
sengers, they settled back in their 
misery. Upon arriving at the fifth 
station, one of the women had to pull 
her man out of the seat. 

After leaving station number five, 
one of the passengers, who was a 
native and the father of one of the 
boys that got off the train, came down 
the aisle and asked me if I would read 
a letter which he had received from 
his boy. I read the letter to him with 
a little difficulty. After a few mo- 
ments of conversation the subject of 
religion was brought up, and I helped 
to bring it on. He began to show me 
the holy water that he had and told 
me of their ceremonies that they went 
through at Christmas time. The sub- 
ject of liquor was brought up, and 
he told me he wanted to be delivered 
from drinking as he passed out when 
he got drunk and that scared him 
half to death. Right there I began 
preaching Jesus to him. I told him 
that he did not need that bottle of 
holy water, but needed Jesus in his 
heart. I kept preaching, and when I 
found out he was going to Talkeetna 
Iinvited him to come to church. That 
night he came and brought his sister 
with him. I can truthfully say that @ 
on this trip I was able to keep two 
natives from getting drunk while they 
were in Talkeetna overnight. 

That night when I arrived in Tal- 
keetna the youngsters were there and 
they were glad to see me. As I had 
only one hour until service began, 
I had to hurry to pull my sled across 
town to where I would spend the night 
sleeping on a man’s floor. As I was 
returning to the main part of town 
I came across a drunken man chasing 
his wife. She was also drunk and 
had run away from him to some of 
the neighbors; looking for more whis- 
ky. He knew that if he could find 
where she was he also might get a 
little more to drink. Proceeding across 
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the street I heard some children cry- 
ing. As I knew the man (the last time 
I was in service in Talkeetna he sat 
through my preaching drunk, with a 
cap pulled over his face), I stepped 
to the door, but just before I knocked 
I could see through the glass in the 
door and his drunk wife was sitting 
in a chair by the table holding a small 
baby. He was also drunk and was sit- 
ting in front of her beating her. After 
I knocked he came to the door and 
as I stepped in the children came run- 
ning to me crying and telling me that 
daddy was beating mama. The father 
came to me and began to apologize 
that things were not going just right 
that night and he could not come to 
church, 

After viewing all this I walked 
across the street and knocked on an- 
other door. A voice invited me in 
and there by the door was a table 
with men and women around it drink- 
ing and mixing drinks. These were 
some of the higher-ups from the air- 
port, and the section foreman on the 
railroad. You should have seen the 
change on their faces when they saw 
me, as they knew who I was. I be- 
gan inviting them to church, and 
gave them a little lecture. All the 
time I was doing this they were look- 
ing at their toes under the table. 


In a few minutes it was service 
time. All the children were there 
ready to start, but none of the parents 
came, only the two natives I had in- 
vited while I was on the train. The 
services was good. In all we had four- 
teen present, and it thrilled me to 
have that many. When we have as 
many as thirty it makes us feel that 
we are having a very large attend- 
ance. In this work it seems that the 
children are much easier reached 
than the older people. 


After service was over I went to the 
cabin where I stayed with an old- 
timer. After I had my sleeping bag 
rolled out on the floor I went to bed. 
About midnight there came a sharp 
knock on the door and a drunk native 
woman began to call for us to let her 
in, as her husband was drunk and 
was beating her. The old-timer told 
me to keep on sleeping and pay no 
attention to her as he was not going 
to let her in and be bothered with her 
because she would only want to eome 
in and beg for liquor. 

Next morning after a good hearty 
breakfast of fried potatoes and some 
good moose meat, I loaded my equip- 
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ment on the sled and pulled up to the 
station for the train. Getting on the 
train with me were the two natives 
who came to my service the night be- 
fore, and another native who could 
hardly stand up. Here is some of his 
past record—killed his brother and 
father, spent two years on McNeal 
Island, was released and came back, 
shot his cousin and threw him in the 
river, was taken in by the authorities, 
but released. As the train began to 
speed to the south he began attacking 
the native women in the coach. The 
conductor had to set him down and 
watch him until he was put off at his 
station. 

These events were all put in the 
past, but they stand out as a grim 
reminder of what humanity does 
without God and His guiding hand. 

No doubt, many are wondering how 
this shipping tie-up is affecting Alas- 


ka. It is crippling Alaska. Today, I 
went to the store and could buy only 
one-half of a case of milk, and that 
was given to me because we have chil- 
dren. Those who do not have chil- 
dren are not allowed to buy milk at 
present. There are some towns that 
are nearly out of food and supplies, 
and if the tie-up lasts very much 
longer it will cause much hardship. 

One fact I would like to mention is 
that, though everything is about out, 
liquor is plentiful. There seems to be 
more of it on hand than ever before 
as there seems to be more drunks. 

From the standpoint of spirituality, 
Alaska has never had any sweeping 
revivals like we have had in the 
States. In the many places where we 
have contacted small Pentecostal 
groups, they are all praying for a 
revival to break and sweep the whole 
territory of Alaska.

2:13, “For my people have com- 
mitted two evils; they have forsaken 
me the fountain of living waters, and 
hewed them out cisterns, broken cis- 
terns, that can hold no water.” I 
well remember that when I was a 
child that people had cisterns. They 
would hold water for a while, but 
soon they would begin to dry up. The 
water would have a muddy color, and 


@.: first thing you know when you 


ould go to draw water, you could 
see the bottom and it would all soon 
be gone. I thank God there is no 
bottom to the well of the living water 
that Jesus gives; it will never run 
dry. Some people will go around and 
drink most any kind of water, trashy 
and muddy water, and forsake the 
clear stream.
